Afexico and. Florida, and all of the 
lgrowers want a markét, and all 
want a profitable market but the 
production is larger tham the sup- 
ply. None of the growers couid| 
make any money unless something 
was done about it. But what to 
do? 


The problem*is not new or 
unique--it has existed in one 
form or another all over the world 
cver since mankind 'engaged in 
production for profit. The condi- 
tion is known as "competition, 
which everybody — favors—except 
in his own trade. 

One of the first means attempt- 
ed to settle the question -was the 
effort. to stifle competition, by 
detting up government monopo- 
lies, but that left the question, 
Who wil have the monopoly? 
Then government regulation was 
tried, and is still being tried, but 
producers and dealers objected to 
regulation. f 
| The formation of "trusts" was 
one of the means attempted to 
credte monopolles; "trusts" is the 
iword used in the United States; 
lin Europe the word meaning the 
mam thing is "cartel" In Europe 
ihe-cartels were not limited to 
one nation; rfnufacturers in two 
gr. more countries entered — jnto 
agreements, and-tlat set a pat- 
lern that is being used clagwhere: 

Recently the "competitión of 
Japanese in cotton goods bothered 
American manufacturers who 
wañteď the dùties raised so as to 
Xeep out Japanese products. But 
tbe Japanese büy théir Bales of 
cotton from the Southern states 
of America; td do whát the Amer- 
ican madufacturers wanted would 
cut off the market for Georgia. 
cotton and reduce the price; The 
Japanese and American cotton 
mill owners have not organized & 
cartel,” but they did hold n meet- 
ing and they talked about. the 
best way of adjusting thelr dit- 
ferebces. Thye used the- method 
that had been used jn Europe for 
many years, 

Now, sometbing of the same 
kind is being tried with respect 
to the competition between Flori- 
da apd Cuban vegetable growers 
And shippers. Instead of asking 
the support of thelr governments 
|in fights with'one another, they 
[will try. to agree on -semcthing 
and then have the governments 
ido whát they want the govern- 
menta to do instead of the gov- 
ernmenta telling them what to do. 
That may be the best way.
